UNIVERSAL BIBLE SUNDAY. 


HE preparations for the Centenary of the British 

and Foreign Bible Society are being pushed 

with vigor, and have produced, among other 
things, quite a considerable pamphlet literature of 
great interest and value to all interested in Bible 
translation and circulation. These pamphlets con- 
tain, for instance, accounts of the Bible in history 
from the competent pen of Canon Edmonds—both in 
the Eastern and Western churches—the Bible in vari- 
ous countries, Russia, India, Uganda, etc., and quite 
recently a little pamphlet, “ Universal Bible Sunday,”’ 
has been issued giving the commendation of the pro- 
posed observance of Bible Sunday by the various 
religious bodies and ecclesiastical authorities who 
have thus far spoken on the subject. 

These commendations come from the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York, and the Convocation of 
Canterbury, the Baptist Union, the Congregational 
Union, the Society of Friends, the Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Church, the Primitive Methodist Connexion, the 
United Methodist Free Churches, the Methodist New 
Connexion, the Bible Christian (Methodist Church), 
the Presbyterian Church of England, and the Mora- 
vian Church. 


Resolutions of congratulations have been received 
‘from a list of assemblies and societies too long for us 
to rehearse here, and promises of participation from 
the leading churches in British North America and 
the United States, from missionaries in Africa, South 
America, and in many parts of the world. The 
American Bible Society has, as our readers know, 
heartily co-operated with its elder sister Society in 
bringing the great event to be commemorated to the 
attention of the churches of the United States, and 
it is earnestly desired that, without further notice, all 
who are interested in this great event and celebration 
will take appropriate action in their various ecclesi- 
astical connections. 


The various resolutions passed by the authorities 
mentioned above are too long to be reproduced, but 
as a sample of them we may cite the following letter 
from the Archbishop of Canterbury, addressed to the 
Secretaries of the British and Foreign Bible Society : 

LAMBETH PALACE, 8. E., July 6, 1903. 

My DzAR Sir—I write on behalf of the Archbishop 
of York and myself to tell you that we have, in con- 
junction with most of the Bishops of the two Prov- 
inces, considered the suggestion made by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society that Sunday, March 6, 1904 
(the Third Sunday in Lent), should be everywhere 
observed as a day for special commemoration of the 
blessings conferred upon the world by the free circu- 
lation of the Holy Scriptures in the vernacular lan- 
guages, 

We have pleasure in informing you that the Bishops 
are willing to do their best to promote this end, and 
to take opportunity, in the several Dioceses of Eng- 
land and Wales, to recommend to the clergy and 
people this special use of the Sunday in question. 
We cannot forget that in the Church of England we 
have every year, on the Second Sunday in Advent, a 
day on which we are specially bidden to thank God 
for these blessings and to pray for wisdom to use 
them rightly. We appreciate, however, the signifi- 
cance of the fact that the first Sunday in March will 
next year be observed in this way throughout the 
English-speaking world by thousands of Christian 
people who do not belong to the Church of England, 
and we rejoice in the opportunity of joining with them 


in thankfulness to Almighty God for blessings which 


are happily common to us all. Iam

TO BURN THE BIBLE. 


HE progress of civil liberty and the progress of 
the Bible in the world are largely identical. 
The latest illustration of this is in Brazil. 
There has been for many years under the American 
Bible Society, and also under the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, a large circulation of the Scriptures. 
Recently the two Societies have entered into a closer 
relation by which the various provinces have been 
divided between the two. In addition to this a large 
and representative committee of Protestant mission- 
aries, under the guidance of the Rev. Messrs. Tucker 
and Uttley, the Agents of the American and the British 
Society respectively, are engaged in a revision, or 
new translation of the Scriptures in Portuguese. 
There are at present two versions used —one of 
them that of Almeida, made from the original lan- 
guages by a Protestant, and the other by Figureido 
from the Latin Vulgate, the translator being a Roman 
Catholic ecclesiastic. These facts are well known to 
careful readers of the Record, but they are worth 
remembering in connection with the following infor- 
mation which has just reached the Bible House from 
the Rev. Mr. Tucker, at Rio de Janeiro. It is 
headed: 


Anniversary of the Anti-Protestant League. 


There recently appeared in A Provincia, one of the 
daily papers of Pernambuco, Brazil, a most extraor- 
dinary announcement, from which we translate a few 
extracts. 

“ Occurring on the 27th of the present month the 
first anniversary of the Providential inauguration of 
the League against Protestantism in the Penha Church 
of this capital, and desiring to celebrate it with the 
greatest pomp and religious devotion, the Central 


Directory and its respective Council in extraordinary ° 


session have resolved to observe the following pro- 
gramme.” (Here is given the order of the celebra- 
tion of the mass by the Bishop of the Diocese, a short 
sermon, a discourse to set forth the high moral, re- 
ligious and socials ends of this League, and a report 
of its work for the year.) 

“ There will be on a table under the majestic dome 
of the same church, exposed to the view of all, a 
considerable number of false Bibles, books, tracts, 
and papers rotten with the grossest errors and revolt- 
ing Protestant heresies, that were voluntarily deliv- 
ered to those reverend Capuchin missionaries by 
many Catholics, to whom the ministers and pastors 
of this new sect sold them fraudulently, or offered 


them gratis, as the true\Word?of God!—and which 
are already destined to the flames. 

“The Bible volumes are: Old and New Testaments, 
26; New Testaments, 42; Gospel of St. Matthew, 15; 
of St. Luke, 9; of St. John, 12; of St. Mark, 4; Acts 
of the Apostles, 9; Hymns and Psalms, 6; books: 
Voices of History and the Confession, by Guilherme 
Dias, 2; Notes on the Epistles of Peter and Jude, by 
Samuel Gammon, 1; tracts, 60; papers: O Seculo, 
74; O Missionario, 32; O Baptista, 1; O Puritano, 18; 
O Arauto da Verdade, 7; O Mensageiro, 4; O Evan- 
gelista, 4; A Luz Divina, 2; O Expositor Christao, 2; 
O Apologista, r. 

“Tt is respectfully requested of Catholics who may 
have in their possession such little books and cards, 
that they send and deliver them at once to the said 
missionaries in order to give them their proper doom, 
seeing that they cannot continue to possess them 
without incurring the canonical penalties thundered 
by the Holy Mother Church. 

“There are invited to attend this religious festa, be- 
sides the illustrious members of the Council, all the 
distinguished members of the League and all true 
Catholics of the great Pernambuco family, without 
distinction of class or sex. Recife, 

“ September 20, 1903, 
“ FREI CELESTINO.” 


This proposed Bible-burning was telegraphed to 
the daily papers in Rio de Janeiro, and the constituted 
authorities of the land were appealed to to put an 
end to the abuse. Several excellent articles by com- 
petent and liberal-minded men have appeared in 
the papers, strongly denouncing such proceedings. 
The utterances on the subject which have made the 
profoundest impression of all were in a speech made 
before the House of Federal Representatives by a 
member from the State of Rio Grande do Sul. He 


’ argues that the existence and work of the League 


against Protestantism, and especially the Bible-burn- 
ing, is a violation of the Brazilian Constitution, which 
guarantees perfect religious liberty and protection 
alike to men of all creeds. He censures most se- 
verely the bishop’of the diocese who fosters and en- 
courages the League, and who when appealed to to 
stop the Bible-burning, replied that any one would 
have a right to burn Bibles when there were no au- 
thorities with the right to hinder from destroying, as 
it appeared to him, worthless papers. The Deputy 
calls attention to the disastrous consequences that are 
sure to follow such fanaticism, persecution, and vio- 
lation of the constitution, and warns the public that 
the Protestants, especially the foreigners, finding 
themselves without guarantee, will appeal to the 
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foreign powers for protection, and that such a step 
might involve the country in most serious difficulties. 
rs Ge LUCKER: 

From all this it would seem that Roman Catholic 
ecclesiastics, when left to themselves, usually hold 
fast to the policy signified by Bible-burning. But 
wherever the Bible is circulated it creates a different 
ideal, as is seen by the condemnation expressed in 
Brazil itself of this proceeding of the Anti-Protestant 
League. 

We may add that the Revised Portuguese Scrip- 
tures is estimated to cost not less than $12,000 for the 
work of translation, in addition to the large cost of 
publication, and we urgently need funds for the pur- 
pose. We can but hope and pray that when it is 
printed it will make its way into the minds and 
hearts of Brazilians and Portuguese, even of those who 
now are ready to light the fires of an auto da fe. 


REVISION OF THE NEW TESTAMENT IN 
THE TIBETAN LANGUAGE. 


| Reehees from the Moravian Himalayan Mis- 

sion, concerning the return cf the Rev. Wil- 

liam Heyde and his wife to Herrnhut, Saxony, 

after fifty years’ service in Kyelang and Darjeeling, 
include this interesting item : 


In Darjeeling they have now labored four years, in 
union with the missionaries ot the Scandinavian Alli- 
ance, in revising the Tibetan translation of the New 
Testament. Their task was to make alterations in 
Jaeschke’s translation of the Bible, which is in clas- 
sical Tibetan, so as to conform to the language gen- 
erally spoken by the people. The’ written Tibetan 
language differs very materially from that spoken by 
the natives, and on this account their labors were 
very difficult. In addition to this, it must be borne in 
mind, that the language of the people in eastern 
Tibet differs materially from that used in the western 
portion of the country, where our missionaries are 
laboring. In addition to this work, undertaken at 
the request of the British Bible Society, Brother 
Heyde had been commissioned by the government 
of India to thoroughly revise the celebrated lexicon 
of the Tibetan language, prepared by Brother Jaes- 
_chke. These labors having been completed, the 
missionaries have returned to their home in Europe. 


Considering that the Tibetans have sent a delega- 
tion of Lamas on some international business to St, 
Petersburg, and the English have sent a commission, 
with Chinese escort, to Tibet on some boundary and 
railroad questions, it looks as if the doors ot the 
‘‘forbidden land” are about to be shaken open. 
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VISITORS FROM MACEDONIA AND BUL- 
GARIA. 
ACEDONIA and Bulgaria attract the sympa- 
M thy and interest of all Christian people, and 
every scrap of information coming from the 
zone of disturbance is eagerly welcomed. We have 
been privileged recently to see at the Bible House 
two highly esteemed brethren, fresh from the gen- 
eral region of discord. The Rev. D. N. Furnajieff and 
the Rev. M. N. Popoff have come to this country, ac- 
credited duly as missionaries under the American 
Board, and ‘bringing with them the appeal of the 
Protestant churches of Bulgaria and the officers of the 
native Evangelical Society, for sympathy and financial 
aid for the relief of the distressed and oppressed 
fugitives who are flocking into Bulgaria. The Rev. 
H. C. Haskell, a veteran missionary in Bulgaria, 
writes from Philippopolis as follows : 

However we may criticize the conduct of some ot 
the promoters of the rebellion now raging in Mace- 
donia and the Valayet of Adrianople, there is no 
question that the outrages of the Turks in suppress- 
ing it—in burning villages, ravishing women and 
slaughtering old men and children—are beyond de- 
scription or belief. In consequence of these things, 
tens and scores of thousands have fled to the moun- 
tains, where the winter will freeze and starve them 
if they stay, and thousands have already come, in 
almost utter dependence upon charity, into Bulgaria. 
The prospective demand for such fugitives in the 
next six months, in contrast with the lack of means 
here for supplying it, is simply appalling. 

The appeal addressed to the Christian churches in 
Great Britain, the United States of America, and 
elsewhere, from Protestant churches in Bulgaria, 
after calling attention to the historic eminence of 
Macedonia, where St. Paul. founded the first Christian 
church in Europe, raises again a Macedonian cry for 
help. “Being one body in Christ, and in the name of 
that holy faith which binds all true Christians in the 
world, we firmly believe that you will hear the mourn- 
ful cries of thousands of ‘children, defenseless women 
and old people, and that you will take their cause to 
heart, and help them as best you can.” 


These brethren have much to relate of mournful — 
There are many things that _ 


but fascinating interest. 
cannot wisely be put into print. They estimate that 
there are perhaps 250,000 homeless people in whose 
interests they have come to western lands. The 
little picture here reproduced is from a photograph 


they have brought, and gives us a glimpse of some of _ 
these homeless and friendless fugitives. encamped 
near the Monastery of Rila, on the border of Mace- | 


a Pee) 
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donia and Bulgaria. This is a monasteryiof the Greek 
Church, a natural place of refuge for the fleeing thou- 
sands. At first the monks seemed unwilling to re- 
ceive them, but the Holy Synod held a special session 
and directed that its doors should,'be opened, and a 
telegraphic message was sent to the monks to this 
effect. Another picture, too large for reproduction, 
represents a vast crowd packed into the courtyard of 
the monastery. 

The Rev. Mr. Furnajieff is a graduate of Princeton 
University and ‘Theological Seminary, and pastor of 
the Protestant community of Kustendill, while Mr. 
Popoff is pastor of the Protestant Church in Sofia. 
Both of these brethren are connected with the Bible 
work conducted under the direction of our Agent, the 
Rev. Mr. Bowen, in Constantinople, Mr. Popoff having 
been a Superintendent of colporteurs. They tell us 


that this work is largely broken up for the present. 
It is more than ever difficult to get colporteurs, who 
are especially exposed to danger; as they go about 
from town to town they are in danger of being mis- 
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taken for political spies or revolutionists, and the 
book they carry adds to the danger in many cases, 

We have already published in other issues the 
singular fact that the Turkish censorship has dee 
manded the striking out of the word Macedonia from 
the New Testament. It is part of the Turkish policy 
to obliterate a name which they regard as offensive 
and dangerous. This is shown by the fact that our 
brethren are forbidden to write the word Macedonia 
even on their letters. The censorship touches hymn- 
books as well as Bibles, and the hymn, “Onward, 
Christian Soldier,” has had a black mark put through 
it. Nevertheless the foundation of God standeth 
sure. 

On the first page of this issue will be seen a picture 
of the street in Sofia where the Bible House is lo- 
cated. Those of our readers who can read Bulgarian 
can, with the aid of a glass, make out the inscription 


_ over the door in the house near the center of the 


picture. 
The officers of the American Board, under whom 
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Mr. Furnajieff and Mr. Popoff are working, can 
doubtless give fuller information about them to any 
who may inquire. 


PLEA FOR SUPPORT OF MISSIONARIES IN 
TURKEY. 


HE Boston daily papers report an interesting 
series of midday services for world-wide 
evangelization at Tremont Temple. Among 

other notable utterances is that of the Rev. W. Cham- 
bers, of Adana, Turkey, from which we give the 
following extract. Its bearing on our own special 
department of Christian work is obvious, but it is 
interesting, in view of present conditions in Turkey, 
to observe the broader missionary aspect reflected in 
his words. 


“And what has been done by the American Board,” 
he asked, “to vindicate its rights to that magnificent 
patrimony? What has it done in this field asa part 
of world evangelization? As a result of the united 
efforts of the American Board and the American 
Bible Society, the Bible has been translated into six 
different languages of the empire, Turkish, Arabic, 
Koordish, Armenian, Greek, and Bulgarian, and it is 
being distributed among them all. There are over 
65,000 evangelical Christians in the empire, the only 
people who have established, as their sacred and in- 
alienable right, the right to read and study God’s 
word in the vernacular. 

“No work can be permanent and progressive with- 
out definite and strong organization. After eighty 
years of gospel work we have in that field 133 organ- 
ized churches, 35 of them self supporting, and 144 
other preaching places where gospel meetings are 
regularly held. In these churches.and preaching 
places we have an average Sabbath congregation of 
about 45,000. In addition Christian instruction is 
given in 450 schools of all grades to 25,000 pupils and 
students. This whole work is being carried on by a 
corps of 182 American and 1,000 native laborers, 
The native churches have contributed for the support 
of this work in the past year $98,999. 

“What is the present situation and outlook? These 
-churches and schools are established in scores and 
hundreds of towns and cities from the Adriatic to 
Ararat. Tabulated statements do not measure to any 
adequate degree the marvelous influence that has 
been exerted, and will continue to be exerted, in the 
midst of that great mass of nominal Christians, and a 
much greater mass of Mohammedan people. 

“The storm raging in Macedonia to- -day indicates 
some of the difficulties that beset that work. Your 
best benevolence will be taxed for the relief of those 
who are suffering so terribly. These difficulties seem 
to give discouragement to some in this land. A 
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worldly wise life insurance company is taking risks in 
Asiatic Turkey. Where such a society boldly takes 
risks, shall the Christian church hesitate? In any 
case the command of Christ gives no uncertain sound, 
and Mohammedan Turkey comes within its scope.”’ 


GLIMPSES OF CENTRAL AMERICA. 
M R. PENZOTTI reports from Central America 
as follows: 
GUATEMALA CITY, July 21, 1903. 

Because of the hard rains this year the mail that 
comes via Puerto Barrios, from the States, was ten 
days late. I have heard from Champerico and San 
José that the books are there, and am very glad of 
this, In this season of the year it is very hard to 
work, but the men are doing the best they can. Last 
mail I sent Mr. Foulke the report for the first halt 
year, as instructed by himself. Taking into consid- 
eration the poverty of these countries, we have mo- 
tives to thank the Lord for what he permits us to do. 
Considering our eminent philanthropic and Christian 
work, two months ago I presented to the govern- 
ment here a petition asking for the free introduction 
of our book, but as yet have not had an answer. The 
government is so poor that they do not wish to lose 
what they can get from their custom-house. Exchange 


is now $20 for $1 gold, and as almost everything is 
imported the prices of things rise according to the

exchange, and with the exception ot those who ex- 
port coffee (almost the only production of the coun- 
try), people suffer great necessity, the result being — 
much poverty and thefts. The exchange in other _ 
republics is not so bad, but the poverty is the same. - 
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The cause of their poverty is not because of the 
physical but moral condition of the countries, and, 
because of this, I do not doubt that the American 
Bible Society and the Missions will contribute to raise 
these poor people, worthy of a better fate. We hope

that our good brothers in the North will keep on giv- 
ing their hand to raise them by means of the gospel. 
I suppose that Mr. Norwood has returned to his field. 
GUATEMALA City, September 8, 1903. 

Your good and welcome letter, dated August 12, I 
have just received. Because of the hard rains, the 
mail by way of Puerto Barrios (2,900 miles) takes 
ten days to get here. 

Your letters have always been a comfort to my 
- heart in my work, but this last one has been a real 
blessing. When a man is in the field surrounded by 
the enemy and difficulties, and can feel a kind hand 
near, it is ‘‘ As fresh waters in the time of harvest.” 
I have the vulgar ability of writing much and saying 
little, but you have the rare ability of writing little 
and saying much. I am very grateful to you, and the 
executive body of the American Bible Society. 

How many things we have to see on this earth—is 
it not so? We have difficulties, but blessings also. 

GUATEMALA CITY, September 23, 1903. 


I was very pleased to receive your letter dated — 


August 20, Because of the hard rains, it takes a 
much longer time for our mail to come and makes 
the work much harder, but after October we will 
have good weather. 

With the rest and good climate that I had in my 
visit to Switzerland, the malaria fever has left me; 
but lately it has been coming back, although not so 
bad as before. These fevers have been in my sys- 
tem for years, because of the bad climate of these

we can only conquer them by lifting our eyes above 
the circumstances that surround us and looking to 
Him who says, “All power is given Me in heaven 
and on earth,’ It is a great pleasure to me to re- 
ceive kind letters from the Bible House.

The government here theoretically says it is lib- 
eral, but practically it abuses our colporteurs, 
who are molested and even struck and put in 
prison, and frequently I have to go to the court ot 


countries. 


justice to ask protection for them. On my trip to the 


west I arrived ata place called Retalhuleu, where I 
saw Mr. A. Velasquez, one of the colporteurs of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, with other prison- 
ers, working in the street, surrounded by soldiers who 
obliged them to work, as criminals, and that for 
many days. I went to the governor to know the 
reason of their being in prison, and found out that the 
cause was their having congregated in a private 
house about twenty people—the greater number be- 
ing women—to read and explain the Bible to them. 
With no more reason than this they took them all, 
women and men, and put them in prison the 17th, 
and they are there yet. When I;went to the governor 
they promised to free them the next day, but did 
not do so, and here I will be able to do nothing till 
to-morrow, because for three days they have had a 
feast here, and the offices of the ministers are closed. 
To-day I received another telegram from another col- 
porteur, George Ruano, saying that he is also in pris- 
on, and to do something to get him out. Of course 
all this is due to the influence of the Roman Catholic 
priests, who doubtless later on will reap what they 
are sowing. When Mr. Castells was here he was one 
day explaining the Bible to a few people, and 
they threw so large a stone at him that if it had struck 
him it would surely have killed him. They whipped 
Magdaleno Garrido so hard in Quezaltenango that it 
was all they could do to save his life. These are a 
few of so many cases, but we know that it is the ful- 
fillment ot the Word, and although they speak of 
progress, liberty, and civilization, all these are human 
things. 


A VICTORY IN VENEZUELA FOR 
THE BIBLE 
HE Rev. Gerard A. Bailly sends the following 
account of a recent episode in Caracas 
CARACAS, VENEZUELA, October 31, 1903. 

I would like to mention; first an jinteresting fact 
which has brought the Bible Society and the Bible 
into more public prominence than, perhaps, heretofore 
in Caracas. We havein one of our recent converts 
a very; consecrated colporteur, who has given no 
small impulse spiritually among our members by his 
unbounded confidence and faith in the Lord, and his 
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desire for a life of implicit trust and obedience. He 
felt that his testimony was seriously hampered by 
Sunday work; yet with a wife and child to support, 
in the midst of such stringency as reigns here, it 
would seem outrageous to give up a permanent posi- 
tion. One afternoon, however, in which we were en- 
gaged in special Bible teaching along the lines of faith 
and obedience, he voluntarily declared his intention 
to renounce his position. He had no prospects, and 
we could not offer any assurance of help, neither do 
we believe it wise to introduce our personalities 
where God is intimately dealing and leading. As 
you may suppose, he was sharply tested, having other 
positions offered that would, nevertheless, have com- 
plicated his testimony for the Lord. We suggested 
to him the blessed privilege of getting the word of 
life to the people in the sale of the Scriptures. He 
has gone forth on fire for souls, and has found God 
true to His promise. Soon after Mr. Norwood cor- 
responded with us, desiring to know if we could en- 
gage a good colporteur. This place he now fills. We 
have long felt the desire to place the Bible more 
prominently before the people, and it was suggested 
that our brother procure a stand in the market place. 
Caracas can boast of a very fine and well-organized 
building, and a stand in the market is quite a respect- 
able department. It is the center of life and activity, 
many coming long distances from the country with 
their produce. Our brother began on the outside, 
where venders are more promiscuous and the stand 
cheaper. Some printed texts were displayed, and a 
variety of cheapest editions of Scripture. First day, 
much curiosity, and some murmuring. Second day, 
the murmuring grew louder, Satan was aroused, and, 
like a lion preparing for activity, made himself heard. 
Insults and threats were |heaped upon our brother, 
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and an appeal was made by the collector of rents for 
stands to the administrator of the market to remove 
the man. Third day, the opposition swelled into a 
mob, and some agents of the priests incited to perse- 
cution, and even the police failed in their duty. Our 
brother was barely rescued from rough handling. 
We have kept our own personality out of the matter 
as much as possible, but believed that the Lord would 
not have us fail just here in our testimony, and in our 
right to sell the Bible anywhere in this republic. We 
went to the administrator of the market, desiring to 
rent a more permanent stand inside the market build- 
ing. He declined for fear of the people, but we con- 
tested the rights of protection the law provided for 
us, and the many years the government had support- 
ed us in this, and the act of lawlessness on the part 
of the people. He assured us that the matter should 
receive the consideration of the governor, and if con- 
sented to we would stand justified and protected. 
The matter was presented to the governor next day 
and he brought it to the notice of President Castro, 
and full permission and guaranty was telephoned 
from the palace to the market to rent us a stand. It 
has caused no little stir; our brother suffers at times 
many insults, but never has the Word of God been so 
prominently brought before the public and the peo- 
ple so animated in seeking to know its value and 
satisfy curiosity. This stand, with this living witness 
in charge, and the Word and large texts displayed, 
we believe is more powerful, effective, and eloquent 
than our pulpit. The sales at present would not 
warrant the comparatively small cost of rental, but 
we believe it should have a fair trial, and stay long 
enough to awaken the public and impress them with 
the importance and privileges of the Bible Society 
among them, with its living truth.

BIBLE LESSONS IN ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


By Daniel Coit Gilman, in “ The World To-Day.” 
HAVE been asked to write an article on the place 
of the Bible in education. The subject is too 
large for discussion in a single paper, so that I 
confine my remarks to the place of the Bible in the 
instruction given by elementary schools. 

Let us for a moment close our eyes to the sacred 
character of the Scriptures, and consider them as 
literature only. All the arguments that uphold the 
value of instruction in the great writings of antiquity 
—Homer, Virgil, Cicero, and the rest—to which no 
objection is made, apply to instruction in the Bible. 

There are passages in the Old and New Testa- 
ments, familiar and revered by those who are de- 
voutly inclined, and most appropriate to be studied 
and committed to memory by the youngest scholars: 
They are lofty in sentiment, dignified in expression, 
and hallowed by associations. The child has a seri- 
ous lack in his intellectual equipment who grows up 
without a knowledge of the Mosaic poem of creation, 
the origin of the decalogue, the exodus, such Psalms 
as the nineteenth, the twenty-third, and the one hun- 
dred and third, parts of the book of Proverbs, the 
nobler passages in Isaiah, the book of Ruth, the 
speeches of Paul, the “Charity Chapter” in the first 
epistle to the Corinthians, and some of the splendid 
imagery of the bookof Revelation. Allusions to such 
passages as these abound in English literature ; they 
cannot be appreciated without a study of the Bible. 
Our history, biography, oratory, poetry, essays, con- 
tain innumerable references to incidents, characters, 
precepts, and phrases which can only be understood - 
by those who are familiar with the pages of the Scrip- 
tures. If for no other reason, the Bible should be 
studied as one of the most inspiring, suggestive, in- 
structive and enduring literatures that the world pos- 
sesses. 

_ There is another reason for urging the study of the 
Bible, which may be termed the historical reason. 
Among all the subjects which are engaging the atten- 
tion of scholars at the present time there is none 
more fascinating than the origin of religions, lan- 
guages, laws, and the manners and customs of society. 
Costly expeditions in Egypt, Mesopotamia, Asia 


“Minor, and in the islands of the Mediterranean, with- 


in a comparatively recent period have revealed traces 
of the earliest civilizations of the world. Thereis no 
introduction to these researches ‘accessible to the 
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ordinary reader so good as the Biblical narratives, 
especially those of the Old Testament. It is true 
that some passages are obscure, but many of these 
are illuminated by modern discoveries, Not a few 
are readily understood, and they throw side lights on 
the thoughts, and ways, and institutions of the earliest 
people of whose traditions we are the heirs. A fa- 
miliarity with the history of the Jews, and of the vari- 
ous nations with whom they had relations, is a most 
serviceable and alluring preface to modern discovery 
in Assyria, Babylonia, Phenicia, Palestine and Egypt. 
This historical argument is therefore entitled to great 
weight. 

Moreover, the Authorized Version has a claim to a 
place in the elementary schools which does not be- 
long in like degree to any other version. In its pres- 
ent form it was set forth when the English language 
had acquired its full dignity. For diction alone, if for 
no other reason, such passages as I have named (and 
there are many more of equal value) should be famil- 
iar to every one. This is admitted by all who wish to 
maintain the simplicity and purity of our inherited 
tongue. In no other language is there a version com- 
parable with this. Many of the best writers of recent 
years have acknowledged their indebtedness in the 
matter of style to the examples and illustrations with 
which they became familiar in the sacred pages 

For these three reasons—the literary, the historical, 
and the rhetorical—it is a great misfortune that the 
study of the Bible has been allowed to drop out of 
general education. 

I have sometimes thought of compiling and print- 
ing such selections from the Scriptures as I have 
indicated, in the hope that they might find favor as 
reading exercises in secular and weekday schools. 
Another volume might be made up of moral lessons. 
The two might well be combined. If the co-opera- 
tion of Protestants, Catholics and Jews could be se- 
cured in such a compilation, what a gain it would be. 
If Monsignor O’Connell, head of the Catholic Uni- 
versity, Doctor Harper, head of the University of 
Chicago, and Doctor Schechter, head of the Jewish 
Seminary in New York, would give their indorse- 
ment to a collection of moral precepts made up from 
the Bible, we should have a text-book in ethics to 
which little, if any, objection could be made. The 
choice might be made from any good version, King 
James, the Douay, or the Jewish translation, or some 
selections from them all. 


Perfunctory “reading of a chapter’? at the opening 


of a school has but little value. Study is needed. 
That study may be literary, historical or ethical. As 
I said in beginning, | do not now consider the re- 
ligious aspects.of this question. 1 know how hard 
it is to bring about in public schools agreement with 
regard to the use of the Bible, but to the limited ex- 
tent now suggested extracts from the Bible might be 
and should be employed as a part of the course of

study in schools of every grade, both public and 
private. 


POPULAR IGNORANCE OF THE BIBLE. 


HIS is to bea theme of discussion at one of our 

State Association meetings this month, and we 

are asked to state its causes and cure. It is only 

as compared with the estimate by Christians of the im- 
portance of knowing the Bible that the people can be 
said to be ignorant of it. No other book is so generally 
read in this country. More copies of it are in existence 
and in a greater variety of editions than of any other 
volume, and the issues of it from the press are annu- 
ally increasing. The output of the British and Amer- 
ican Bible Societies alone last year amounted to 
nearly 7,000,000. No other book compares with it in 
the place it occupies in the literature of the English 
language. The commentaries on it alone published 
each year, to say nothing of treatises based on its 


teachings, would fill the greatest warehouses, while | 


popular editions of expositions of portions of it 
are sent forth by millions. It is in evidence in ser- 
mons, songs, and stories. A writer in the Atlantic 
Monthly for September gives a long list of popu- 
lar novels whose titles were suggested by Biblical 
phrases or incidents. It even furnishes themes for 
popular plays, some of which are already announced 
by theatrical managers for the coming season. When 
popular ignorance of the Bible is spoken of, the 
phrase requires to be explained. 

Yet beyond question the language of the Bible is 
less familiar to the present than to the last genera- 
tion. 
and in popular addresses. They are used far less 
frequently to support and give authority to state- 
ments of religious doctrine. Probably the ideas of 
the Bible are less widely known than formerly. At. 
any rate, the religious ideas and moral precepts which 
most influence conduct to-day are less commonly as- 
sociated with the Bible. 

The reasons for this decline of popular knowledge 
of the Bible are various. Most potent, perhaps, is 
the systematic opposition of the Roman Catholic 
Church against its use in the public schools and 
against its popular use anywhere except as inter-

authority of long accepted interpretations of the Bible — 


because ot newly discovered facts concerning its

origin and history, and concerning man and the uni- 4 


verse, the confusion of these facts with speculations — 
connected witli them, the uncertainty coincident with — 


the reconstruction of theology in its adjustment to 


new knowledge, together with the decay of family 
life and the ae off of attendance on public wor- 
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ship, are among the foremost reasons tor the decline 
of popular interest in the Bible. 

The cure for this condition cannot be temporary, 
for the causes of it extend back through more than 
one generation. There must be fearless, reverent 
acceptance of well-established facts concerning it by 
those who assume to be religious teachers. Parents 
in Christian families must be persuaded to accept 
their responsibilities for family worship and religious 
instruction. The churches must increase their sys- 
tematic and{united efforts to gather the children and 
youth into Sunday schools and to teach the Bible to 
them intelligently. Pastors must be men trained to 
be masters of church schools and teachers of teach- 
ers. The Bible must be placed within the reach of 
all, especially the millions of immigrants who have 
never been trained in their own homes to read it. 
This is‘an important work of the Bible Society. The 
fact must receive general recognition that religion is 
an essential element of education, and educators must 
co-operate to give it its proper place in our systems 
of common school and higher education. 

There are encouraging signs of a revival of popular 
interest in the study of the Bible. The conviction 
appears to be growing that the knowledge of its 
truths is essential to civic freedom no less than to 
holy living. More thorough acquaintance with the 
Bible as the treasure house containing what men 
need in order to realize the true end of life, will lead 
to acceptance of its authority as the supreme litera- 
ture which records the mind and will of God.— Zhe 
Congregationalist and Christian World.

WHY I MEMORIZE THE BIBLE. 

AM a busy housekeeper, but every day brings 
tasks that employ my hands, leaving my mind 
idle. It is while doing these things that I learn 

verses from the Bible, or review those already learned. 
The results are surprising, but there is no secret 
about my success, except that I began and have kept 
on. Sometimes I am too tired and dull to learn, and 
then I wait until the next day and try again. 

I find that this memorizing is ‘good mental disci- 
pline. At first, being long unused to study, it was 
difficult for me to learn even one verse correctly, but, 
with a determination to have every “and” and “the” 
right, I can now commit to memory accurately and 
rapidly. 

I find, too, that the constant repetition of high 
thoughts and noble language improves my own 
thought and expression, especially in prayer. 

While committing the Bible to memory, cares, wor- 
ries, bitter thoughts, vain regrets, morbid fancies and 
all the jumble of things that lumber an unoccupied 
mind are crowded out. By frequent repetition, rich 
meanings often stand out clearly in the lines which 
would othérwise escape my notice. This growing 
familiarity with the Bible makes it ready for use in 
guiding my own way and in helping others. How 
can I walk and talk with God unless I have in mind 
some word of His to which I can respond, or which 
satisfies my own questions and aspirations? 

Some time I may be deprived of reading, and then 
what riches I shall have in this store of Bible verses 
hid in my heart! Often at twilight or in helpless 
hours I say the sweet words over with a sense of 
comfort and companionship that otherwise I should 
miss. Then, besides all this, I believe that one of the 
great joys of heaven will consist in tracing out God’s 
providences in the light of His Word, and for that 
reason I can never be too tamiliar with the Bible.—
